REGISTRATION    REPORT,    1909. 


This  report  presents  the  results  of  the  registration  and  tabu- 
lation of  the  births,  marriages,  divorces,  and  deaths  which 
occurred  in  the  State  of  Maine  during  the  year  1909. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  that  year  is  179  less  than 
in  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  births  recorded  in  each 
of   the   registration  years    1892-1909  is    14,028,    14,604,    14,607, 

15430.  15429,  I5.I42,  15**21,  14475,  14,709,  14,615,  15,166. 
15,130,  15,405,  16,005,  16,585,  16,595,  16,914,  au.l  16,735, 
respectively. 

The  number  of  marriages  (number  of  couples  married)  in 
1909  was  6,011,  107  more  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  num- 
ber of  marriages  registered  in  the  State  in  each  of  the  years 
1892-1909  is,  respectively,  5,726,  5,795,  5,591,  5,729,  5,579, 
5,331,  5,144,  5,329,  5,482,  5,735,  5,905,  6,200,  6,208,  6,264,  6,498, 
6,380,  5,904,  and  6,011. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  the  State  for  the  same 
year  was  11,295,  a  number  369  less  than  that  of  the  deaths 
registered  in  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  deaths  in 
each  year  thus  far  recorded  is:  in  1892,  12,147;  in  :893, 
11,134;  in  1894,  11,012;  in  1895,  10,464;  in  1896,  10,626;  in 
1897,  11,236;  in  1898,  10,956;  in  1899,  11,370;  in  1900,  11,389; 
in  1901,  11,133;  in  1902,  10,673;  i11  x9°3,  11,009;  m  I9°4> 
11,346;  in  1905,  11,381;  in  1906,  11,427;  in  1907,  11,803;  in 
1908,  11,664;  and  in  1909,  11,295. 

Bcrtillon  Classification. — The  nomenclature  of  the  causes  of 
death  in  this  report  is  the  revised  Bertillon  classification  adopt- 
ed by  the  International  Commission  which  met  in  Paris  in 
August,  1900. 

Population. — The  population  of  the  State  of  Maine  in  1900, 
as  given  by  the  twelfth  census  was  694,466.  In  1890,  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  State  was  661,086.  There  was,  therefore,  a  gain 
of  33,380  in  the  decade  between  the  last  two  census  enumera- 
tions. The  following  table  exhibits  the  population  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  in  1890  and  in  1900,  and  the  estimated  population 
in  1909.

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NOTES   ON   BIRTHS. 

In. the  year  1909,  16,735  births  were  registered  in  the  State, 
including  stillbirths,  (14,082  in  1892,  14,604  in  1893,  14&°7  m 
1894,  15,430  in  1895,  15,429  in  1896;  15,142  in  1897,  15,121  in 

1898,  14,475  in  :899;  14.709  in  1900,  14,615  in  1901,  15,166  in 
1902,  15,130  in  1903,  15,405  in  1904,  16,005  m  I9°5'  :6-585  in 
1906,  16,595  in  1907,  and  16,914  in  1908). 

The  number  of  living  children  born  was  16.060,  and  the  num- 
ber of  stillbirths  was  675. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  living  children  of  which  the  sex 
was  certified,  8,208  were  males  and  7,845  were  females.  In  7 
births,  the  sex  was  not  stated.  For  each  100  girls  born  there 
were  104.7  boys  (106.7  in  1892,  107.4  in  1893,  104.7  m  l^94* 
106.4  in  1895,  I05-3  in  1896,  102.3  in  1897,  106  in  1898,  104.4  in 

1899,  103.2  in  1900,  105.6  in  1901,  105  in  1902  105.3  in  1903, 
104.2  in  1904,  104. 1  in  1905,  106  in  1906,  104.3  m  l9°7<  and 
107.2  in  1908. 

Birth-rate. — The  birth-rate  of  living  children  for  the  State 
was  21.97  for  each  1,000  of  population. 

Table  No.  12  shows  the  number  of  births  in  each  city  with  the 
birth-rate  of  each.  The  average  birth-rate  in  the  cities  per  1,000 
population  was  20.93  as  compared  with  22.51  the  birth-rate  of 
the  rest  of  the  State. 

The  birth-rate  of  the  different  counties  varied  widely.  As  it 
invariably  has  been  every  year  since  the  registration  began,  it 
was  the  highest  in  Aroostook,  33.54,  and  the  lowest  in  Knox, 
14.40.  In  four  counties,  Aroostook,  Oxford,  Penobscot,  and 
York,  the  birth-rate  was  above  that  of  the  whole  State.  The 
birth-rate  in  each  county  is  shown  in  Tables  No.  3  and  7. 

Parentage. — Of  the  total  births  in  the  State,  60.26  per  cent, 
were  of  native  parents,  20.39  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  parent- 
age;  18. 18  per  cent,  were  of  parents  one  of  whom  was  foreign; 
while  in  1.17  per  cent,  the  nationality  was  not  stated. 
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Lincoln  county  had  the  largest  percentage  of  native-born 
parents,  to  wit,  93.31  per  cent.,  and  only  1.27  per  cent,  in  which 
both  parents  were  foreign-born.  Waldo  followed  with  91.80 
per  cent,  of  native  parentage,  and  only  2.46  per  cent,  in  which 
both  parents  were  foreign-born. 

In  Hancock  county  in  87.84  per  cent,  of  the  births  the  parents 
were  native-born,  and  in  3.92  per  cent.,  foreign-born. 

In  Knox  the  percentage  of  native-born  parents  was  79.00;  in 
Franklin,  71.77;  in  Piscataquis,  68.15;  in  Somerset,  66.53;  in 
Sagadahoc,  66.39;  and  in  Washington,  64.87. 

Comparatively  high  percentages  of  foreign-born  parents  are 
found  in  Androscoggin  county,  36.43 ;  in  York,  34.67 ;  in  Ox- 
ford, 29.28;  in  Cumberland,  25.59;  and  in  Kennebec,  22.40. 

The  percentages  of  parentage,  whether  American-born  or  for- 
eign-born, may  be  found  for  the  other  counties  in  Table  No.  13. 

Comparing  the  percentage  of  the  births  in  our  twenty  cities 
with  that  of  the  rest  of  the  State,  we  find  that  in  the  cities  43.88 
per  cent,  of  the  births  were  of  American  parentage,  while  in  the 
rural  parts  of  the  State  the  percentage  of  American-born  chil- 
dren was  68.09. 

The  largest  percentage  of  foreign-born  parents  was  in  Bidde- 
ford,  60.55 ;  and  in  Lewiston  49.33. 

In  Ellsworth  the  percentage  of  births  in  which  both  parents 
were  foreign-born  was  only  1.69;  and  in  Belfast  the  percentage 
of  such  births  was  2.53.  For  further  comparisons  see  Table 
No.  14. 

Seasons  and  Births : — The  largest  number  of  births  in  any  one 
month  in  1909  was  1,475  in  March;  the  smallest  was  1,221  in 
November;  the  largest  quarterly  total  was  4,154  in  the  second 
quarter;  the  smallest,  3,705  in  the  last  quarter.  The  three  con- 
secutive months  in  which  the  largest  number  of  births  occurred 
were  March,  April,  and  May,  4,320.

Twin-births: — In  1909,  175  twin-births  occurred;  in  60  in- 
stances twins  were  both  boys ;  in  58,  both  girls ;  in  57,  a  boy  and 
a  girl.  In  102  cases  the  parentage  was  American ;  in  38,  for- 
eign;  in  31  instances  the  parentage  was  mixed;  and  in  4,  it  was 
not  stated.  Of  the  350  children,  313  were  born  alive,  and  37 
were  stillborn. 

Triplets : — Triple  births  occurred  in  Limestone,  Rockland,  and 
Sedgwick.  In  Rockland  they  were  all  living  children,  while  in 
each  of  the  other  places  two  were  stillborn. 

Stillbirths: — Of  the  675  stillborn  children,  383  were  males 
and  281  were  females.  In  11  the  sex  was  not  stated.  With  the 
exception  of  5  stillbirths  as  to  which  the  nativity  of  the  mother 
was  not  stated,  461  were  of  American  mothers,  and  299  were 
of  foreign  mothers. 

The  largest  number  of  stillbirths  occurred  in  Cumberland 
county,  103  ;  while  the  minimum  number,  5,  was  reported  in  Lin- 
coln county. 

The  largest  number  of  stillbirths,  65,  was  returned  in  Feb- 
ruary; the  smallest  number  was  44  in  September.  See  Tables 
No.  17  and  18  for  other  details.

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NOTES  ON  MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  State  during  the 
year  1909  was  6,011  (5,726  in  1892,  5,795  in  1893,  5>594  m  1894, 
5,729  in  1895,  5.579  in  1896,  5,331  in  1897,  5,144  in  1898,  5,329 
in  1899,  5,482  in  1900,  5,735  in  1901,  5,905  in  1902,  6,200  in  1903, 
6,208  in  1904,  6,264  in  1905,  6,498  in  1906,  6,380  in  1907,  and 
5,904  in  1908).  We  have  therefore  for  the  year  1909,  a  mar- 
riage-rate of  16.44  (persons  married)  to  every  1,000  of  popula- 
tion, or  at  the  rate  of.  8.22  marriages  per  1,000  persons. 

Marriage-rates: — The  marriage-rate  was  higher  in  Oxford 
county  than  elsewhere  in  the  State,  it  being  for  that  county  9.64 
per  1,000.  The  lowest  marriage-rate,  that  of  6.58  per  1,000, 
was  in  Sagadahoc  county.     See  Table  No.  3. 

Nativity: — Of  the  5,991  records  of  marriage  in  which  there 
was  a  statement  of  birthplace,  in  73  per  cent,  the  groom  and 
bride  were  both  American;  in  10  per  cent,  both  were  of  foreign 
birth ;  in  8  per  cent,  the  groom  was  American  and  the  bride  of 
foreign  birth;  while  in  9  per  cent,  a  foreign  groom  and  Ameri- 
can bride  were  united. 

Seasons: — The  largest  number  of  marriages,  789,  was  sol- 
emnized in  June,  while  the  smallest  number  in  any  one  month, 
286,  occurred  in  March.     See  Table  No.  21. 

Ages  of  the  Married: — The  largest  number,  both  of  grooms 
and  brides,  was  between  20  and  25  years  of  age.  While  still 
under  15  years  of  age,  16  brides  were  married;  in  the  age-period 
15-20  years  there  were  293  grooms  and  1,657  brides;  in  the 
period  20-25  years,  2,218  men  and  2,140  women  were  married; 
from  25-30,  1,547  men  and  1,027  women;  from  30-35,  757  men 
and  435  women;  from  35-40,  409  men  and  257  women;  from 
40-45,  226  men  and  172  women;  from  45-50,  165  men  and  121 
women;  from  50-55,  142  men  and  64  women;  from  55-60,  yy 
men  and  42  women;  from  60-70,  134  men  and  62  women;  from 
70-80,  39  men  and  14  women;  over  80,  2  men.  The  ages  of  2 
grooms  and  4  brides-were  not  stated.     See  Table  No.  23. 
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In  5,019  marriages  the  groom  was  older  than  the  bride ;  while 
in  992  the  bride  was  the  elder;  784  widowers  and  600  widows 
were  remarried ;  300  men  and  384  women  were  remarried  after 
having  been  divorced  from  a  former  marriage. 

Table  No.  24  exhibits  the  fact  that  4,922  men  and  5,021 
women  were  married  for  the  first  time ;  that  952  men  and  903 
women  were  married  the  second  time;  that  117  men  and  79 
women  were  united  in  the  third  marriage ;  that  14  men  and  2 
women  contracted  marriage  a  fourth  time ;  and  one  man  was 
married  the  sixth  time.  The  oldest  groom  was  83  years  of  age, 
and  .the  oldest  bride  was  76.  The  youngest  groom  was  16  years 
of  age,  and  the  youngest  bride  was  13. 

At  the  age  of  16  years  1  groom  was  married ;  at  17  years,  19; 
at  18  years,  82;  and  at  19  years,  191.  At  the  age  of  13  years  2 
brides  were  married;  at  14  years,  14;  at  15  years,  57;  at  16 
years,  193  ;  at  17  years,  326;  and  at  18  years,  574. 

In  one  marriage  where  the  groom  was  58,  and  the  bride  65 
years  of  age,  it  was  the  first  marriage  of  each.  Three  grooms 
were  married  for  the  first  time  at  the  ages  of  71,  62,  and  61, 
respectively.  One  groom  who  had  been  twice  divorced  was 
married  for  the  third  time  at  the  age  of  26.  At  16  years  of  age 
two  brides  were  married  a  second  time  after  having  been  di- 
vorced ;  and  at  18  years,  five. 

At  the  age  of  21,  one  bride,  who  had  been  divorced,  was  mar- 
ried a  third  time.  One  woman  contracted  marriage  for  the  first 
time  at  the  age  of  74  years.

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NOTES   OF  DIVORCES. 

Nine  hundred  and  fifty-seven  divorces  were  decreed  in  the 
year  1909  (552  in  1892.  627  in  1893,  674  in  1894,  681  in  1895, 
668  in  1896,  J22  in  1897,  764  in  1898,  790  in  1899,  801  in  1900, 
808  in  1901,  905  in  1902,  946  in  1903,  906  in  1904,  848  in  1905, 
787  in  1906,  887  in  1907,  and  904  in  1908).  In  1909,  there  was 
decreed  in  Maine  one  divorce  for  every  6.3  marriages  solemn- 
ized. 

Some  of  the  causes  for  which  divorces  were  granted  are: 
Adultery,  116.  or  12. 1  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number;  cruelty, 
48,  or  5.0  per  cent. ;  desertion.  245,  or  25.6  per  cent. ;  intoxica- 
tion, no,  or  1 1.5  per  cent.;  cruel  and  abusive  treatment,  320,  or 
33.4  per  cent. ;  failure  to  support,  25.  or  2.6  per  cent.  The  other 
divorces  were  granted  for  multiple  or  associated  causes. 

The  wife  was  the  libellant  in  699  divorces,  and  the  husband- 
in  258. 

In  the  divorces  granted  for  adultery,  the  husband  was  the 
libellant  74  times,  and  the  wife  42  times. 

(  hi  account  of  cruelty,  the  wife  was  the  libellant  in  41  cases, 
and  the  husband  in  7  cases. 

For  desertion,  the  husband  was  the  libellant  149  times,  and  the 
wife  96. 

For  intoxication,  the  husband  was  the  libellant  in  4  cases,  and 
the  wife  in  106. 

For  cruel  and  abusive  treatment,  the  husband  was  the  libellant 
in  71  instances,  and  the  wife  in  249. 

For  failure  to  support,  the  wife  was  the  libellant  in  the  25  di- 
vorces decreed  for  that  cause. 

Four  divorces  were  granted  before  the  marriage  life  had  last- 
ed six  months;  15  before  one  year's  marriage;  247  after  from  1 
to  5  years'  marriage;  268  after  5  to  10  years;  272  after  10  to- 
20  years;  115  after  20  to  30  years;  29  after  more  than  30  years 
of  married  life;  while  in  7  cases  it  was  not  stated  how  many 
years  they  had  been  married.  Tables  No.  25  and  No.  26  may 
be  consulted  for  more  detailed  statements.

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NOTES  ON  DEATHS  AND  THE  CAUSES  OF  DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  year  1909  was  11,295. 
This  was  369  less  than  for  the  preceding  year,  1908.  A  glance 
at  the  following  tabulation  will  show  that  the  death-rate,  based 
upon  the  estimated  population  of  all  but  the  census  year,  1900, 
has  gradually  lessened  until  1907,  when  it  was  the  same  as  in 
1894,  while  this  year  it  was  only  15.45. 
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By  referring  to  Table  No.  3,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  lowest 
death-rate  was  in  Aroostook  county,  being  only  13.08.  The 
counties  Androscoggin,  Aroostook,  Franklin,  Hancock,  Knox, 
Lincoln,  Piscataquis,  Sagadahoc,  Somerset,  and  Washington  had 
lower  death-rates  than  that  of  the  whole  State ;  while  the  coun- 
ties   Cumberland,   Kennebec,   Oxford,   Penobscot,   Waldo,   and 
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York  had  death-rates  larger  than  that  of  the  State.     The  high- 
est county  death-rate  was  that  of  Kennebec,  17.83. 

The  death  rate  in  the  cities  was  16.63   (20.46  in  1892,  19.89 
in  1893,  19.65  in  1894,  18.36  in  1895,  18.78  in  1896,  20.11  in  1897,

of  the  rest  of  the  State  with  the  cities  omitted,  which  death-rate

1895,  14.93  in  1896,  15.68  in  18.97,  I5-24  *n  1898,  15.52  in  1899, 
15.47  in  1900,  15.13  in  1901,  14.58  in  1902,  13.39  in  1903,  15.54 
in  1904,  15.49  in  1905,  14.71  in  1906,  15.60  in  1907,  and  15.54  in 
1908). 

Seasons  and  Mortality. — The  largest  number  of  deaths  occur- 
red in  March,  1,178.  The  smallest  number  of  deaths  in  any  one 
month  was  831  in  July.  During  the  spring  months  3,160  deaths 
occurred  ;  during  the  summer,  2,555  !  during  the  autumn,  2,763 ; 
in  the  winter,  2,817.  The  following  shows  the  month  in  which 
the  largest  and  the  smallest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  the 
years  1892-1909.

Sex  and  Mortality. — Of  the  11,295  decedents,  5,743  were 
males  and  5,551  were  females.     The  sex  of  one  was  unstated. 

Among  children  dying  before  they  were  5  years  old,  1,239 
were  males  and  988  were  females;  there  were  251  more  deaths 
among  boys  under  5  years  of  age  than  among  girls  within  the 
same  age-period.  On  the  contrary,  at  the  age-periods  from  5  to 
50  years,  there  was  a  preponderance  of  deaths  among  females, 
while  there  were  more  deaths  among  males  at  the  ages  from  50 
to  80,  and  from  80  to  100,  more  among  females.  At  the  age  of 
100  years  and  over  two  women  died.     See  Table  No.  34.

The  Causes  of  Death. — Compared  with  1908,  among  the  chief 
causes  of  death  there  were  in  1909,  60  more  from  bronchitis,  52 
more  from  pneumonia,  46  more  from  diseases  of  heart,  17  more 
from  cancer,  15  more  from  measles,  15  more  from  scarlet  fever, 
13  more  from  diabetes,  and  7  more  from  diphtheria  and  croup.

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Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  no  deaths  from  typhoid  fever. 
Of  these,  57  were  males  and  53  were  females.  As  indicative 
of  the  loss  which  the  State  incurs  from  typhoid  fever,  it  is  well 
to  bear  in  mind  that  the  age  distribution  of  the  decedents  shows 
that  the  deaths  from  this  disease  are  principally  among  those 
active  and  productive  age-periods  when  human  life  is  of  the 
most  value;  80  per  cent,  died  between  10  and  50  years  of  age. 

Ages:  1-5,  5;  5-10,  7;  10-20,  22;  20-30,  27;  30-40,  24;  40-50, 
13  ;  50-60,  6 ;  60-70,  3  ;  70-80,  3. 

The  largest  number  of  deaths,  22,  occurred  in  October,  and 
the  smallest  number,  4,  in  May  and  June  respectively.  By  quar- 
ters, 26  were  in  the  first  quarter,  15  in  the  second,  23  in  the 
third,  and  46  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

The  typhoid  death-rate  of  1.93  in  the  cities  is  much  greater 
than  that  in  the  villages  and  rural  towns,  which  is  1.28.  The 
rate  for  the  State  is  1.51.

Diabetes. — The  deaths  from  this  cause  numbered  129  (55  in 
1892,  65  in  1893,  71  m  1894,  yy  in  1895,  67  m  1896,  95  in  1897, 
88  in  1898,  95  in  1899,  74  m  1900,  87  in  1901,  83  in  1902,  92  in 
1903,  91  in  1904,  115  in  1905,  121  in  1906,  107  in  1907,  and 
116  in  1908).  The  special  death-rate  from  diabetes  was,  there- 
fore, 1.77  in  1909.  Sixty-four  of  the  decedents  were  males  and 
65  were  females.

Centenarians. — Among  the  persons  whose  decease  occurred 
in  1909,  two  women  had  exceeded  the  age  of  ioo  years.  Their 
names,  together  with  a  few  facts  relating  to  the  life  history  of 
each,  are  as  follows : 

July  16,  Margaret  McCarthy  died  at  Lewiston,  at  the  age  of 
112  years.

Of  the  483  deaths  from  infantile  diarrhea,  190  were  returned 
from  the  cities.  This  represents  an  urban  death-rate  from

13.78  in  1895,  TI43  m  1896,  14.95  m  1^>97>  I5-I5  m  1898,  11.77

— There  were  59  deaths  from  this  cause  (129  in 
1892,  151  in  1893,  137  in  1894,  125  in  1895,  116  in  1896,  117  in

Appendicitis. — Of  the  deaths  classified  under  this  cause,  86 
in  number,  48  were  males  and  38  were  females.  The  number  of 
deaths  in  each  month  was:  January,  10;  February,  7;  March, 
10;  April,  6;  May,  7;  June,  8;  July,  7;  August,  5;  September, 
9 ;  October,  6 ;  November,  1  ;  December,  10.

Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver. — Fifty-five  deaths  were  ascribed  to 
cirrhosis  of  the  liver — those  of  34  men  and  21  women.  Of  these 
55  deaths,  22  were  in  the  cities,  and  33  in  the  rural  parts  of 
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the  State.  The  death-rate  in  the  State  from  this  one  cause  was 
0.75  per  10,000  (0.19  in  1892,  0.18  in  1893,  0.29  in  1894,  0.50  in 
^95,  0.33  in  1896,  0.45  in  1897.,  0.58  in  1898,  0.52  in  1899,  °-79

Diseases  of  the  Genito-Urinary  System  and  its  Adne.va. —

Nephritis. — Acute  nephritis  caused  the  death  of  82  persons, 
41  males  and  41  females.  The  death-rate  from  nephritis  was, 
therefore,  1.12.

The  Puerperal  State. — Under  this  class  of  accidents  and  dis- 
eases of  reproduction,  56  deaths  were  registered,  not  including 
puerperal  fever,  (69  in  1892,  50  in  1893,  41  in  1894,  36  in  1895, 
56  in  1896,  62  in  1897,  51  in  1898,  40  in  1899,  50  in  1900,  52  in 
1 901,  69  in  1902,  94  in  1903,  72  in  1904,  51  in  1905,  76  in  1906, 
80  in  1907,  and  66  in  1908).  This  is  equivalent  to  a  special 
death-rate  of  0.76. 

Deaths  from  External  Causes. — Under  this  class  there  were 
610  deaths. 

Fractures  caused  83  deaths — fracture  of  skull,  27 ;  of  hip,  22  ; 
of  thigh,  14;  of  spine,  6;  of  neck,  6;  of  leg,  2;  of  arms,  2;  of 
rib,  1  :  and  3,  not  stated. 

Burns  and  scalds  caused  35  deaths — 10  were  from  clothing- 
taking  fire ;  6,  scalded  with  hot  water ;  6,  by  lamp  exploding ; 
3,  by  using  kerosene  to  light  fire ;  2,  by  overturning  lamp ;  2,  by 
playing  with  matches,  and  the  rest,  unspecified. 

Sunstroke  caused  3  deaths.  Five  persons  died  from  exposure 
to  cold. 

From  accidental  drowning,  115  deaths  occurred. 
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Other  accidental  injuries  caused  the  death  of  173  persons; 
44  were  from  falls;  33,  from  railway  injuries;  28,  from  gun 
shot  wounds ;  14,  from  working  in  a  mill ;  10,  thrown  from 
team;  7,  run  over  by  team;  5,  from  electric  cars;  5,  from  fall- 
ing trees;  2,  from  sliding;  2,  from  dynamite;  2,  from  falling 
rocks  in  quarry;  2,  from  splinters  in  hand;  1,  from  sticking 
needle  in  foot;  1,  from  mosquito  bite;  I,  kicked  by  a  horse;  i, 
knocked  down  by  an  automobile;  1,  fell  from  masthead;  1, 
caught  between  elevator  and  floor;  1,  from  injuries  by  gasoline 
motor;  1,  from  sinking  a  rock;  1,  from  coal  tub  falling  from 
the  rigging,  while  hoisting  coal ;  the  rest  were  unspecified. 

From  acute  poisoning  there  were  31  deaths. 

Fifty-nine  people  met  their  death  from  external  violence, 
including  4  murders. 

The  death-rate  in  the  State  under  this  class  was  8.34. 

Suicide. — Within  the  year  94  persons  took  their  own  lives 
(59  in  1892,  the  same  number  in  1893,  39  ™  J 894.  66  in  1895, 
81  in  1896,  71  in  1897,  56  in  1898,  93  in  1899,  66  in  1900,  81  in 
1901,  73  in  1902,  yy  in  1903,  107  in  1904,  84  in  1905.  85  in  1906, 
87  in  1907,  and  121  in  1908).  79  males  and  15  females.  Of  the 
males,  the  occupation  of  22  was  farmer;  of  13,  laborer;  of  5, 
carpenter;  of  3,  painter;  of  2.  canner ;  of  2,  clerk;  of  2,  mason  ; 
of  2,  merchant;  of  2,  mill  operative;  of  2,  shoemaker;  of  2, 
woodsman;  of  i,  each,  art  publisher,  attendant  at  Maine  Insane 
Hospital,  candy  maker,  cashier,  dyer,  lumberman,  machinist, 
mail  carrier,  gardener,  qnarryman,  sailor,  stonecutter,  teamster, 
optician,  watchman,  while  of  7,  no  occupation  was  given. 

Of  the  females,  the  occupation  of  7  was  registered  as  house- 
wife;  of  2,  as  mill  operative;  and  of  1,  as  telephone  operator, 
while  in  5  cases  no  occupation  was  given. 

As  to  the  means  employed  ;  34  committed  suicide  by  shooting ; 
20,  by  hanging;  T4,  by  poisoning;  12,  by  drowning;  12,  by  cut- 
ting throat;  t,  by  asphyxiation,  and  1,  not  stated.
